SpeedScript is an excellent freebee word processor. It can toggle between 
insert and write over aode and loads froa aenu as does Letter Perfect. It will 
dilttii love, or dupliciU « word, sentiwc^ f&nv^kf or any coobioAtioi U 
2IC characters. It will show all false spaces so lining up coluons is oade easier. 

It can insert inforaation into the text that will not print, just like a REN 
. ^eaent in BASIC, 

If your good TV is out, or you have to vft an old 159.95 special, you are in 
luck. The screen letters are dark on a light background and uses a redefined 
diarocter fgl mUl§ tulklir^wiry rt^li, eytw if the stt itvrtiAp for the trash 
heap. The screen line width can be reduced to as few as two characters to overcoae 
overscan. I tried it on a set that would only show 30 characters and had an aUost 
dead tube. It loflfioxcfUfni, 

It has full search and replace options just as do the big boys. It can chain 
files, but can't do fora letter inserts as can ATARINRITER. It will center text» 
wi^^Uocfc right, bi^ lor^ol^ for shaoe, it will wot right justify. But tlico lor 
12.95 what do you want? Naybe that will be added to SpeedScript 4 along with an 80 
coluan option. Its files are coipatable with ATARIMRITER files and it fiJi^lMd i 
LISIod^jiliK^ KOfrao. It 4^ not need a winter driver as prioler coooands can be 
foot using what is called a PRIMTKEY. The instructions for setting up and using 
PRINTKEY are not very easy to follow at first, but after aastering thee, they are 
easy IttSitup and ttH« lou can have 2 or 3 doz. PRINTKEYs and each cio bt 
equal to any ATSCII nueber. I defined all of ly PRINTKEYs in a foraat line and 
then saved thee as a file naoed CREATE. 
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Cursor ■oveient is not nortil. But it has advantages. The left and right ^ 
arriNi ktys work is aliiaySi but the up and doim keys are different. Control up^) )n 
ioves the cursor to the start or end of a sentence, not the next line. Shift - 
tip/down iovBS it tg tl^jt^ or 

lone of thte coetands are the sane as in any other word processor I have 

used, so if you have a store bought one, I doubt if you will care for SpeedScript 
3. The prograi can't access the R: device as can ATARINRITER, but its files can be 
sent ff^etfisk just as any other ASCII file can. Also, you can't insert another 
disk file into the file in aeiory as in other word processors. It ullI replace 
every thing froe that point on with the new file. However, if you load a file at 
tkt eiKl of your text, you can tove it to a new location in 2K blocks. 

The only real short cosing of SpeedScrip 3.0 is the lack of justification. 
This review was written using SpeedScript, but printed using ATARIHRITER to gain 
justification. You lust be careful when going fron one MP to another as 
SpeedScript holds 7U4 tore characters then ATARIWRITER, but less than Letter 
Perfect. I give it a freebee rat^ fJJ*^^^ .

Two: A solid core door. Standard size (2ft 6in x &ft Sin) birch veneer lakes an 
ideal table top. 



Either of these can be supported by a pair of the two drawer file 
cabinets. Or, better yet, laki tuo *iini* btek ifeelves out of 1 x 12 pine sbelvin^ rf 
and then stain or paint it all to aatch. Ideal coiputer desk height is about 27 
inches, so UyoiU your bookcases with this in lind. 

There you have it, two alternatives to to get that extra space you need for 
less than I40«00, and best of aU| you c«|jfy 'I built it lyself!
